"Cleaning up" the list of architects in the 
Detroit Classified telephone directory is a 
project that has been under intense study 
for the past three years. 


As early as the 1920's an effort was made 
in this direction but to no avail. Archi- 
tectural registration in Michigan was com- 
paratively new then, and the Telephone 
Company took the position that it could 
not be responsible for determining who 
were registered and who were not, even 
though we furnished them lists. They said 
if a subscriber claimed he was an archi- 
tect and he requested such a listing they 
wculd have to comply, and not go beyond 
his statement, lest there be suits. The 
matter was given up as more or less hope- 
less at the time. 


About three years ago, however, the 
Chapter was approached by a represen- 
tative of the Telephone Company with a 
proposition to do just what we had sought 
for decades, The first effort was not satis- 


factory. It entailed two lists—one as be- 
fore, and another following, headed "Archi- 
tectural Organizations." This second list 
was headed by a small ad for which the 
Chapter paid about $150 per year. In it 
was the seal of the АТА, and a 25 word 
statement of what it stands for, the mean- 
ing of registration, and the name, address 
and telephone number of the Chapter 


This was confusing. The first list still con- 
tained the names of some non-registered 
people, some bold type, some engineers 
and some “plan services,” in which no 
one was registered. In the second list, 
largely duplication, only about one-half 
of the Chapter members took the extra 
listing, which cost the subscriber one dol- 
lar per month, 


The second year some improvement was 
made. There was only one list, and mem- 
bers were permitted to carry the extra 
line, "Member American Institute οἱ 
Architects,” at fifty cents per month, About 
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Most о! the non-registered 
people were eliminated. Some bold type 
appeared, though had signed

The Chapter ad—one column by about 
four inches—will give information about 
registration, the seal, the A.LA., etc. It will 


be placed beside the beginning of the 


listing. 


Following "Architects," there has been a 


heading: "Architectural Plans—See Build- 
ing Plans.” When you turn to "Building 
Plans” you find anybody and everybody 
non-registered, builders, engineers, etc 
This will be discontinued, beca itis a 
subterfuge. The title of "Architect" and any 
of its derivatives are restricted to those 


registered as architects 


We urge all Chapter members to take the 
extra line. We have already had former 
members become reinstated on this ac- 
count, and some new members as a direct 
result

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Swanson Associates celebrates 30th Anniversary with plans for new addition to their Bloomfield Hill's office 


J. Robert F. Swanson

The first architectural office to locate in 
the Detroit suburbs to take advantage of 
the expanding growth of the Detroit met- 
iropolitan region is now celebrating its 
thirtieth anniversary. This firm's activi- 
ties during these years have involved them 
in many of the major projects of the area. 
Many years ago Swanson Associates pur- 
chased the old Circle School in Bloom- 
field Center, and, with a substantial ad- 
dition to the building, set up their per- 
manent offices in Bloomfield Hills. At 
present they аге completing plans for ex- 
tensive additions to the buildings as their 
increased operations require more facili- 
ties. 


In 1924, Henry S. Booth and ]. Robert F. 
Swanson, ALA, established the archi- 
lectura! office at Cranbrook in Bloom- 
field Hills, and the next year they per- 
suaded the late Eliel Saarinen who was 
{һеп at the University of Michigan. to 
come {о Cranbrook. Mr. Swanson later 
opened his individual office and associa- 
ted with Mr. Saarinen on numerous pro- 
jects outside of Cranbrook, covering archi- 
tectura] work, city plonning, and indus- 
trial designing for several of the leading 
universities, colleges, churches, manufac- 
turers, and other institutions. During this 
association as well as since that time 
many prizes and awards have been won 
in national competitions for architectural 
and planning work. The present firm is 
doing hospitals for the State and the Uni- 
versity of Michigan and a considerable 
volume of primary and secondary schools 
office buildings, banks, and churches in 
the surrounding area

Mr. Swanson was instrumental in form- 
ing the Oakland County Planning Com- 
mission and has continued as chairman 
for several years. Through this planning 
he has been one of the instigators of the 
present trend for city firms re-locating in 
{һе suburbs. MacManus, John, and Adams, 
Inc, leading advertising firm, was one of 
the first to recognize the advantages of 
working out οἱ the city, and they moved 
into their Swanson-designed building at 
Woodward and West Long Lake Road, 
Bloomfield Hills (next door to the Swan- 
son Associaties Building) about eighteen 
months ago. 


Pipsan Saarinen Swanson, Α.Ι.Ὀ., daughter 
of the late Mr. Saarinen, has joined her 
talents with her husband's in the indus- 
trial design field, but they are equally 
well known for their separate accomplish- 
ments. Mrs. Swanson is particularly active 
in furniture, textile, and glassware designs 
and has won several prizes, the most re- 
recent of which was first prize for excep- 
tional fabrics in the ninth annual Michi- 
gan Artists-Craftsmen Exhibit А pioneer 
in bringing color into educational and 
other institutional buildings, Mrs. Swan- 
son introduced the use οἱ pronounced and 
varied colors in the schools of this area 
when she was color consultant for the 
Truscon Paint Laboratories in 1933. The 
enthusiasm with which the idea was re- 
ceived is apparent today in nearly all 
educational buildings and many other 
public buildings as well. As color consul- 
tant for Swanson Associates, she colla- 
borates on the interior design and super- 
vises the interior furnishings

The Besser Manufacturing Company, Al-

Bureau of Standards rates multiple layers 
of aluminum FIRST among all insulations 
it tested, as reported in its booklet, Effect 
of Ceiling Insulation upon Summer Com- 
fort, BMS52," according to H. Rognlie of 
Reflective Insulation Co., Detroit. 


"To be comíortable in summer you must 
ward off unwanted heat rays or radiation 
Most heat flow thru a roof space in summer 
is by radiation. There is no convection 
down, and little conduction thru low den- 
sity air. 


"Temperatures can reach over 140? F. in 
some attics. With an absorptivity for heat 
rays of only 3%, reflectivity 97%, and 
emissivity 3%, multiple accordion alumi- 
num is an effective shield against summer 
heat. The slight mass of its components, 
air being preponderant, makes it very low 
in heat storage. 


“This shield against radiant heat lifts part 
of the load from house-cooling equipment, 
reducing installation and up-keep costs.
